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I. NOTES ON A VISIT TO BERLIN. 


The Political and economic recovery of Germany from the shock and 
the consequences of defeat, has been more fully realized abroad than the 
psychological recovery which is at least equally important. No-one who 
saw the country in the first five years after the war could fail to be 
struck by the change in mentdity visible now. The man in the street has 
recaptured some belief in the stability of things and is beginning to look 
at the past as well as at the future without hysteria. It is possible 
that Germany's entry into the League of Nations has done more to remove 
the "inferiority complex" than the nation itself quite realises. Be 
that as it may, the opinions expressed in Germany on international poli- 
are remarkably sane and realistic. 

This was shown by the press and other commente on the break of dip- 
lomatic relations between Britain and Russia. The incident aroused 
immense interest, but produced no great alarm. It was regretted, 
because in the opinion of most people the nossible advantages from diver- 
sion of trade to Germany would not counter-balance the disadvantage of 
the reformation of opposite groups of States in Europe. The mass of 
the German people is more willing to be forced by circumstances to show 
symvathy with one side or the other and hopes were expressed that British 
opinion would not misunderstand the diplomatic situntion which led the 
German Government to agree to the Soviet's request to take over the 
care of Russian interests in England. 

The subject which visibly arouses emotion in Germany to-day is the 
question of evacuation of the Occupied Territories. Next to that is 
general limitation of armaments. There is great disappointment at the 
slow progress of these negotiations.at Geneva, and the explanations 
offered are usually considered more of an excuse than a reason. The 
briefest visit to Germany is long enough to show that popular interest 
is very much engaged with these two points. 

It is rash for outsiders to dogmatise on the attitude of a nation 
towards the government and its domestic affairs, and these notes are 
only offered as the result of personal observation during a short recent 
visit to Berlin. Berlin is nerhaps even less representative of Germany 
than Paris of France, or London of England, because Germany itself is 
not a unity. It is hard to measure there the present strength of the 
separatist movement, but there are indications that it is very much alive 
in the larger States, though financial considerations keep it at present 
from becoming active. 

Life, for the foreigner at any rate, is now very expensive in Berlin. 
The shops are overflowing with gocds and customers, though to English 
eyes there are very few motor-cars in the streets. Building is gcing 
on in all the suburbs on the best modern lines of town-planning. Wide 
belts of well-kept allotments surround the town. 

At a large Cinema in the centre of the city a new "War Film" is draw- 
ing crowds, and is an interesting indication of the view now taken of 
the war, although it was watched (on the occasion that the writer saw it) 
in a profound silence, hard to interpret. It is technically a wonder- 
ful production. It has no story, no artificial sentimental interest.

It neither glorifies nor execrates war as such. It seems to aim at 
presenting facts, especially the facts of strategy. It shows shows 
the difficulties of a campaign on two fronts. It represents Germany é 
as Overborne by weight of numbers at last, emphasises German valour, ! 
but shows no bitterness towards the Allied armies, either in the | 
pictures or in the captions. There are very few political references, . 
the exception being a quotation from a speech by Mr Lloyd-George in 
1920, designed to show that even Germany's enemies do not now hold 
her responsible for the war. There is hardly any mention of the 
naval side of the war. There is a strong patriotic appeal, but no 
allusion whatever to revenge.

II. The United States AND Nicaragua. 


On 6th May the Department of State issued a statement to the 
press on the progress made by Mr Henry L. Stimson (a former American 
Secretary of War) in his efforts to settle on behalf of President 
Coolidge the dispute between the Diaz Government and the Libérals under 
the leadership of Dr Sacasa. ' 

Mr Stimson went to Nicaragua after President Coolidge had 
in his address (25th April) to the United Press Associations defined | 
the relationship between the United States and Nicaragua. He stated i 
that American marines had been sent to Nicaragua on the representation la 
of President Diaz that he was unable to protect American lives and 
property. The President declared further that the United States 
Government had secured the right to construct a canal and to establish 
a naval base for which it had paid the sum of $.3,000,000. With regard 
to countries on the northern side of the Panama Canal the United States 
Government had adonted a policy of discouraging revolutions within 
that area and of "encouraging the settlement of political differences 
by the peaceful methods of elections". The President expressed sur- 
prise that some of those who had been willing that the United States of | 
America should take mandates over far off countries in Asia...... were 
most critical when the United States attempted to encourage the main- 
tenance of order in those countries near at hand in which the United 
States had large and neculiar interests. 

Mr Stimson on his arrival in Nicaragua acting in co-operation 
with Mr Eberhardt, the American Minister, and Admiral Latimer conferred 
with President Diaz and other officials of the Nicaraguan Government, 
with the Liberal leaders at Ifanagua, with representatives sent by Dr. 
Sacasa from Puerta Cabezas, and with General Moncada, Commander of the , 4 
Liberal forces in the field. According to the State Department press 
report the two main difficulties that Mr Stimson encountered were : 

(1) the inability of the Revolutionists (Liberals) to reconcile themselves 


to the continuance in power of President Diaz until the election of 1928 i 
and (2) the lack of what they would consider effective gu&rantees for a 
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fair election when held". Mr Stimson emphasized the distrust of fair- 
ness of elections as the fundamental factor in the situation in Nimra- 
gua and his mission was largely concerned with pointing out the prac- 
tical difficulties of the appointment of a neutral president agreeable 
to both parties. (It should be noted that the United States Government 
took no official notice of the offers of both Diaz and Sacasa to resign 
in favour of some third person). 

In his report (dated 5th May) Mr Stimson stated that members of 
all parties with whom he had talked had expressed "an earnest desire for 
the supervision of election by the United States in an attempt to get 
rid of the evil (government domination of elections) for ever". He 
proceeded to report that President Diaz had proposed the creation by 
Nicaraguan law of an electoral commission to be controlled by Americans 
nominated by the President of the United States and to which the entire 
police power of the state would be turned over for its purposes. A 
further suggestion of President Diaz was the organization of a non- 
partisan constabulary, under the instructipdn and command of American 
officers.. In this connection President Diaz, the report stated, had 
asked that a sufficient number of United States forces should be left 
in Nicaragua to insure order pending the organization of the constabulayy. 
The summarised report of the proposed programme was as follows :- 

Compete disarmament on both sides. 

An immediate general peace to permit planting for the crop in June. 
A general amnesty to all persons in rebellion or exile. 

The return of all occupied or confiscated property to its owners. 
Participation in the Diaz Cabinet by representative Liberals. 
Organization of a Nicaraguan constabulary on a non-partisan basis, 
commanded by American officers. 
3} American supervision of the 1928 election.

The continuance temporarily in the country of a sufficient fave of 
American Marines to guarantee orders pending the organizaticn of 


the constabulary. 
The press report further stated that while "They warmly approved 


the plan of a supervised election in 1928, the Sacasa representatives and 
General Moncada throughout the negotiations had urged the immediate sub- 
stitution of some other man for President Diaz. 

At the conclusion of his conference with General Moncada and 
the Sacasa representatives at Tipitapa on 3rd May Mr Stimson made it 
clear to the Liberals that the retention of President Diaz during the 
remainder of his term of office was essential and would be insisted upon. 
The Liberals yielded to this statement, a truce was declared for the 
surrender of arms, and the American forces were drawn up between the 
two armies in order that the arms of both might be received. 

Following this Mr Stimson had a further conference with Genera 
Moncada as a result of which the American representative believed that 
the General "and most of the insurgent leaders would actively co-operate 
in the pacification and government of the country. 

With reference to the Liberal attitude it was stated in the 
"Fortnightly Summary of International Affairs" (Vol.IV No.15, issued by 
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the Carnegie Endowment) that the Liberal delegates in a signed statement 
to the Associated Press had declared that at the conference they had 
been told that unless the continuance of Diaz as constitutional Presi- 
dent was accepted "the marine forces under General Latimer would pro- 
ceed forcibly to disarm the Liberal troops". In support of this state- 
mext the Liberal delegates referred to a letter from Mr Stimson to 
General Moncada which made clear these intentions on the part of the 
United States. The States Department ultimately published this letter 
on 10th May. It ran as follows :- 


"Dear Geweral Moncada :- 

Confirming our conversation of this morning, I have the 
honor to inferm you that I am authorized to say that the 
President of the United States intends to accept the request 
of the Nicaraguan Government to supervise the elections of 
1928; that retention of President Diaz during the remainder 
of his term is regarded as necessary for the proper and 
successful conduct of such elections, and that the forces of 
the United States will be authorized to accept the custody of 
the arms of those willing to lay them dewn, including the 
Government's, and to disarm forcibly those who will not do so. 

Very respectfully, 
(Signed) HENRY L. STIMSON". 


After further conferences between the Sacasa delegates and 
Mr Stimson on 7th & 8th May, the former assured Mr Stimson that while 
maintaining the position that Liberals would not accept office under 
General Diaz, they would co-operate in congressional by-elections in 
certain districts this year and would also accept positions necessary 
for holding the 1928 elections. General Moncada and eleven of his 
generals accepted the Stimson terms on 12th May. 

The settlement of Nicaraguan affairs by Mr Stimson was dis- 
cussed in a Conference at the end of may held at San Salvador between 
the Foreign Ministers of Costa Rica, Guatemala, Honduras, and 
Salvador. It was reported that they had agreed that the Stimson 
arrangement was a violation of the Central American Treaties of 1923. 


Ilr. The Egyptian Army. 


As it is thought that the statement of figures given in the 
last Bulletin in connection with the Egyptian Army may prove mislead- 
ing, the following detailed account is given in this Number :- 


In 1922, when the political status of Egypt was altered, the 
Egyptian Army, exclusive of the units stationed in the Sudan, 
had a sttength of 4,800 all ranks. In Egypt there were seven 
infantry battalions, one battery of field artillery, one company 
of garrison artillery, one squadran of cavalry, ancillary services 
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and the Headquarters Staff of the Army. By 1926 its strength had 
incregsed to 10,580 all ranks through the addition of two infantry 
battalions, three batteries of field artillery., and one company 
of garrison artillery which had been expelled from the Sudan in 
November 1924, and the raising in 1925 of two infantry battalions 
and one squadron of cavalry with the principal object of absorbing 
Egyptian officers removed from Sudanese battalions and from civil 
emnloyment in the Sudan. In 1922 the Headquarters Staff and depart- 
mental staffs were British, and the Army was under direct British 
control. Thus at that date there were 172 attached British officers. 
In 1926 the number had fallen to nine, and of these only one - the 
Inspector-General - had an executive commind. 
The artillery had 2:n 1922 four 2.95in. guns, a number which 
hnd increased by 1926, partly for the reasons given above two 3,75in. 
pack howitzers, 12 2.95in. guns, and six 10 pounders. 
To the strengths given must be added the Royal Bodyguard with 
59 officers and 976 other ranks organized in one squadron of cavalry 
and one infantry battalion. The Bodyguard hns six Vickers machine 
guns, two Hotchkiss machine guns and one Lewis gum. 


IV. Reparation payments for May 1927. 


The statement of receipts and payments under the Dawes Plan 
issued by the Agent-General for Reparation payments for the month of 
May 1927 (Third Annuity Year) shows that the receipts for this month 
total 111,466,666.67 gold marks, making the cumulative total of 
985 ,811,608.--. gold marks. The amount received by the Powers for this 
month was 90,629 ,487.20 gold marks, apportioned as follows :-

V. The Murder of M. Votkoff. 


On 7th June, M. Voikoff, the Soviet Mirister in Warsaw, was 
shot dead at the railway station in Warsaw (where he had gone to meet 
the former Charge d'Affaires in London) bv a vouth names Boris Kowerda, 
a Russian emigre in Poland cf a White Ruthenien family. 

On the same day M. Litvinoff, Acting Soviet Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, handed to M. Patek, Polish Minister in Moscow, a Note 
which stated that the Government of the U.S.S.R. considered the murder 
of M. Voikoff by a Russian Monarchist to be "one of a whole series of 
acts aiming at destroying the di»vlomatic representation of the U.S.S.R. 
abroad". In this connection the Note enumerated the raid on the 
Peking Embassy, the blockade if the Shanghai Consulate, the police 
attack on the Trade Delegation in London, and the rupture of diplomatic 
relations on the part of Great Britain. The Soviet Government saw in 
the murder of its representative the result of the Polish Government 
not having taken all necessary measures against the criminal activities 
in Polish territory of Russian caunter-revolutionary terroristic 
organizations. The Polish Government had been reveatedly warned of 
the possible provocative criminal acts on the,part of Wnite-Guardist 
terrorists. Consequently the Soviet Government held the view that 
the Polish Government could not revudiate responsibility for what had 
happened, and it reserved the right to revert to the auestion on 
receipt of fuller details. 

The Polish reply dated 9th June, repeated the expressions of 
regret that had been made in person by M. Patek, and praised the 
endeavours of the late M. Voikoff to bring about a friendly relation- 
ship between the U.S.S.R. and Poland. ‘st the same time the Polish | 
Government could not admit any connection between the murder and 
political events which had occurred in Grest Britain and China. The 
Note stated that the murder had been committed by a Russian and was 
condemned by the Polish nation. Russien emigres had the right of 
asylum in Poland though tvey were not permitted to plot against the 
Soviet Government. As to the Soviet imblication that M. Voikoff had 
been insufficiently protected it was stated that the fact was that M. 
Voikoff had always refused protection. The Polish Government was 
disposed to satisfy any claim that might be made by Mme Voixkoff for 
personal indemnity but disowned categorically the least responsibility 
for the crime. 

On the day that this reply was received the Soviet Government 
issued an "official Government declaration" purporting to link up the 
murder of M. Voikoff with various anti-Soviet terrorist acts within 
the U.S.S.R. itself. The declaration attributed the murder *o British 
plotting, as it did also an attempt that had been made on the lives of 
MM. Stalin and Rykoff in Moscow. In view of the “Anti-Soviet Terror- 
ist activity in the U.S.S.R." the Ogpu (Cheke) officially proclaimed 
the revival of the Red Terror. (TheSoviet allegations of illicit 


practices on the part of members of the British Mission in Moscow were 


answered in detail by Sir Robert Hodgson, British Diplomatic represen- 


tative in Moscow before the recent break, in a statement published in 


the "Times" 13th June).

Polish Government had not pnaid due attention to the fact that the 
toleration by the Polish authorities of various kinds of terrorist 
organizations in Poland acting against the Soviet Government was 

an obstacle to the favourable course of the relations between the 
two countries. The Soviet Government possessed ample material 
proving the tolerance, and in individual cases, the direct support 
by Polish authorities of organizaticns and persons warring actively 
against the Soviet Government. Within the immediate future

The Soviet Government expected :- 
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(#). That the Polish Government would thoroughly investigate the case, 
discover the threads of the crime, and severely punish all those 
guilty, particularly the murderer. 


(b). That the Polish Government would permit the Soviet Government's 
representative to be present at the judicial proceedings. 


(c). That the Polish Government would at last take immediate and 
energetic measures to put an end in Polish territory to the activ- 
ity of terrorist bandit organizations and individuals directed 
against the U.S.S.R. and its representatives, and would deport 
from Poland persons engaged in such activities. The Soviet 
Government exnected without delay a communication from the Polish 
Goverment that this had been done. 


On 15th June, in a statement to the Press, M. Zaleski, 
the Polish Minister of Foreign Affairs, who had gone to Geneva for the 
meeting of the Council of the League of Nations, said that the Soviet 
Note could form the basis of negotiations for the settlement of the 
situation arising out of the murder of M. Voikoff. The Polish Govern- 
ment was waiting for the promised documents from the U.S.S.R- on the 


existence of a terrorist organization in Poland. 
Boris Kowerda was sentenced on lcth June to penal servitude 


for life, with the loss of all civic rights by the Extraordinary 
Tribunal in Poland for the assassinatim of M. Voikoff. At the same 
time the Court decided to recommend the President of the Republic to 
commute the sentence into one of 15 years penal servitude. M. Rosen- 
golz came to Moscow and gave evidence at the Court of the shooting. 
The police officer who searched the room occupied by Kowerda and his 
mother stated that all he had found was a receipt for %.1 from the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, and that in his opinion there were no accomplices. 
Various Russian emigres in Poland were arrested after the 


murder of M. Voikoff but were subsequently released.

CHINESE INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 
Civil Wars: 


Shantung & Kiangsu. 

June 5th: Battle for the capture of Hanchwang between the Nanking forces 
(under Chiang Kai-shek) and the Shantungese began. 

June 7th: Hanchwang (on the Tientsin-Pukow Railway) was captured by the 
forces of Chiang Kai-shek after a battle lasting 36 hours. 

The Shantungese were forced to retreat from the Grand Canal to Lincheng. 

The Nationalists accused the Russian battalions of Chang Chung-chang 
(the Shantung leader) of looting villages northwards from Hsuchowfu. 

It was renorted that Feng Yu-hsiang's subordinate General Fong Cheng- 
wu, had left Kaifeng (3rd June) with the object of entering Shantung and 
assisting Chiang Kai-shek. 

Sun Chuan-fang's army was defeated in Kiangsu province and the South- 
erners occupied Lincheng and Tsaochwang. 

It was reported that Sun Chuang-fang had proceeded to Peking with 
Chang Chung-chang. 

June 14th: Chiang Kai-shek abd members of his staff left Nanking for the 
Suchowfu headquarters to assume command in the cantre. 

It was reported that the Southerners' 37th Army, advancing along th- 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway, cantured Taohwapu. 30 miles north of Haichow. 
June 15th: It was revorted that the Southerners owing allegiance to the 
Nanking Government were pressing into Shantung Province by 3 routes, 
the Grand Canal, the Tientsin-Pukow railway, and along the coast. 

Some of Sun Chuan-fang's troops were reported to be at Chucheng, 50 
miles west of Tsingtao. Parts of the 2nd & 4th divisions were stated 
to have arrived at Tsingtao from Haichow. 

Chang Chuan-chang was reported to be back in Shantung. 

June 15th:0On the Shantung front the Southerners claimed the capture of 
Yencheng (80 miles south of Ternan, the capital) with 7000 prisoners and 
much material. It was reported that the Southerners exnected soon to 
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CHINA -( Contd). 
reach the Yellow River and to join up with Feng Yu-hsiang's troops. 
June 16th: Chang Tsc-lin and other Ankouchun leaders issued a 
circular telegram announcing that Chang Tso-lin had assumed the 
post of generalissimo of the forces for the suppression of the "Reds"! 
June 17: Heavy fighting was reported in the attacks, pressed from 
three sides against Yenchow. The Northern forces were forced back 
from Tsining (S.W.of Yenchow). 

The Southern force advancing along the Grand Canal met with little 
Opposition. Heavy casualties were reported in the ranks of the 
Northerners at Hsuchow. 

It was renorted from Tsingtao that Chang Chuan-chang, the Governor | 
of Shantung, had informed Japan that he was unable to guarantee the 
safety of her nationals. The Japanese have dispatched troops to 
Tsinanfu. 

Some 5000 Sun Chuan-fang troops were renorted near Anchiu and 
Fangtzu and 18,000 at Kiachow. 

June 19th: It was renorted that the Northerners in a counter-stroke 
with fresh troops from Yenchow drove the Southerners back upon 
Tsining, (some 20 miles south-west of Yenchow). 

Chiang Kai-shek held a conference at Hsuchowfu to concert measures 
to meet the situation arising out of the unification of the Northern 
command under Chang Yso-lin. 

Jananese reports stated that some 2000 of Sun Chuan-fang's troops 
which menaced the Fangtzu district (toward Xiachow Bay) were induced 
to halt 20 miles beyond Chucheng by the Chucheng Chamber of Commerce 
presenting them with money. 

June 2lst: The Fourteenth and Twenty-first Nationalist Divisions 
were arriving at Chinkiang, mostly disarmed, after meeting bandits 
in Northern Fiangsu. 

It was renorted that in retreating from Kiangsu, Sun Chuan-fang 
brought away most of his men and munitions along the Grand Canal 
and was mfely in Shantung with the prosnect of enjoying the revenues 
of Tsingtao. He was stated to have 80,000 troons.

June 13th: It was reported that part of the 4th Army (of the Wuhan 
faction), plus General Wei Yi-san's troops, had been dispatched to 
the defence of Hwangchow, threatened by Hsia Tou-yin (sunporting 
Nanking against Hankow). The remainder of the 4th Army has been 
sent to the Han River Section to meet Yang-sen's (the ruler of 
Szechwan) threatened advance. 
June 14th: In contrast to the report of the 13th, a telegram from 
Shasi revorted the arrival there of Yang Sen. Another telegram { 
from Ichang renorted that all available craft had been hastily sent 
to Shasi "to bring back Yang-Sen's defeated troops".

? June 8th: A Conference between Feng Yu-hsiang, 
Tang Sung-chi, the Hankow Army leader, and Borodin, the Bolshevist 
Political adviser to the Hankow Government was held at Chengchow. The 
Chief. officials.cf.thrde nrovinéial Gévarnments and Sub-Political 
Councils were anpointed, a military plan with the realinement of 
Feng's troops was outlined, anithe railway administraticn from Hankow 
northwards was appointed. Feng took the Chairmanship of the Sub- 
Political Council for the Provinces of Honan, Shensi and Kansu, and 
also the Chairmanship of theHonan Committee, General You You-jen 
that of the Shensi Committee, and General Liu Yu-fen the Kansu 
Committee. 

At the close of the Conference Feng issued a proclamation stating 
that his troons formerly known as the Kuominchun had been completely 
reorganized into the Kuomintang and that these forces were pledged to 
obey the resolutions and orders of the General Executive Committee, 
and of the Nationalist Government. Obeying the Naticnalist Govern- 
ment's orders these forces would fight those of Chang Tso-lin to the 


finish. 
. It was not made clear which Nationalist Government Feng Yu-hsiang 


intended to obey. 
The Communist Hsu Chien was chosen to organize Feng's Sub-Political 


Committee. 

The Conference continued for 42 hours. 
June 12th: It was renorted that the negotiations between Chiang Kai- iL 
shek, Yen Hsi-shan, and Chang Tso-lin, were suspended, but that -the 
Mukden leaders had proposed that Chiang Kai-shek and Yen Hsi-shan 
should join the Ankouchun in a combined campaign against the "Reds" 


at Wuhan.

Jane 15th: It was reported from Japanese sources (coincident with the 
arrival of General Yamanashi at Peking) that protracted negotiations 
between Chiang Kai-shek and Yang Yu-ting (the chief of staff of the 
Fengtien Army), had resulted in a conference between delegates of the 
Party mecting at Dairen (near Port Arthur).

June 16th: It was announced that a reconstruction of the Cabinet (in 
which Dr Wellington Koo is Minister for Foreign Affairs and Acting 
Prime Minister) would shortly take place. The Prime Minister 
designated being a Shantung man, Pan Fu. This change would place the 
Cabinet under control of the Northern Military leaders. 
It was renorted that some of the Northern forces were being with- 
drawn from the North Bank cf the Yellow River in the direction of 
Pao-ting-fu.. 
Designation of Chang Tso-linss Generalissimo. (See Shantung & 
Kiangsu) . 
Junel%th: It was reported that what remained of the Salt Adminis- 
tration was threatened by a provincial demand for the monthly payment 
of . 600,000 from the Changlu revenues. The matter was placed 
before the Legations interested. 
June 18th: Marshall Chang Tso-lin was formally installed as General- 
issime of the army and navy of the Republic of China. He took the 
oath that he would "establish the Republic, develop the rule of the 
people, reorganize domestic affairs, and maintain international 
peace and harmony". He stated that he would do his best to eradi-

C. Wu has written to the Central 
Executive Committee ncintin«: -ut that the Frarco-Chinese Treaty would 
expire shortly and adding that the Ministry would exert its utmost 
efforts to abrogate the existing treaties and tc nersuade France to 
enter into relations on the basis of equality. 

Another Bulletin stated that as the Dutch-Chinese Consular agreement 
of 1911 subjected Chinese citizens in Dutch coionies to Dutch Consular 
jurisdiction, the Central Political Council had decided to cancel the 
treaty as early as nossible. 

The Government has issued a proclamation forbidding firing upon 
foreign warships and merchantmen and enjoining extra precautions for 
the protection of foreign lives and property. A second proclamation 
pointed that the Southern troops' bureau had been occupying the 
vacated premises of foreigners. Mr Wu enjoined that foreign houses 
were t©% be evacuated immediately, the contents replaced, and that 
hereafter no churches, consulates, schools, hospitals, warehouwses, or 
movable pronerty be borrowed upon any pretext or forcibly occupied. 
June 17th: The Shanghai Chinese started the celebrations of the Kuo- 
mintang victory. The Southern flag was flown everywhere in Shanghai. 
June 18tht Note from Japanese Vice-Consul. (See Chinese Foreign 

Relations). 
June 19th: A quarrel between civilians and soldiers caused a riot at 
Foochow. Admiral Yang was reported to be finding difficulties in 
assuming the former Tunan's duties. 
June 2lst: A report was published in the Times cf the programme enun- 
ciated by Mr C.C.Wu, the Foreign Minister, on the programme of the 
Nanking Government. Mr Wu declared that the Government was preprred 
to protect foreign life and proverty and to nroceed to the abrogation 
ef unequal treaties by means of negotiation. 

The Nanking Government issued a communique giving a resolution passa 
at the first meeting of the Foreign Relations Committee on 14th June 
requesting the central executive of the Publicity Department to 
correct "certain misapprehensions" with regard to the Government s 
attitude to foreigners. The Government was opposed to foreign en- 
croachments unon China, but this opposition did not entail hostility 
tc individuals of foreign countries. The communique added that the 
Communist Party had tried to ambarrass the National Government by 
staging regrettable incidents such as had occurred at Nanking and 
Kiukiang. 

It was reported from Peking that the Nanking Government intended to 
abolish the Foreign Salt Inspectorate and reconstitute the gabelle 
as a naticnal monopoly. The Legations interested through their 
Consuls at Shanghai have addressed a communication to Mr C.C.Wu, the 


Foreign Minister, pointing out that such a step would be a viclation 
of the reorganisation loan agreement.

The Note from the Finnish Government protesting against the 
murder of Colonel Elvegren was published by the Government. Mf. 
Litvinoff renlied that Colonel Elvegren had entered the U.S.S.R. 
illegally and had not stated that he was a Finn. The Soviet 
Government expressed surprise that the Finnish Government should 
interfere in such a matter, and stated that the Foreign Commissar- 


iat was unwilling to discuss the case.

Marinkovitch, the Iinister of Foreign Affairs, after 
receiving the »ersonal renort of M. Sakovitch, who was Charge 
d'affaires in Tirana, left for Topola to lay the facts before 
the King» 

Tzena Beg and the staff of the Albanian Legation were still in 


Belgrade. 

The Government has sent materials to its permanent representa- 
tive with the League of Nations to correct certain inaccuracies 
in the Albanian communication to the League. 

June 12th: The Foreign Office nublished the text of its communi- 
crticn to the League of Nations about the Albanian dispute. 

Herein was stnted that M. Marenkovitch informed the Albanian 
Government on 3rd June that if If. Juraskovitch were released the 
exnressions complained of in the Note of the Yugoslav Charge : 
d'Affaires would be withdrawn if they were found to refer to the | 
Albanian Government. The Yugoslav Government did not ask for any 
discussion under Article 12 of the Covenant, but stated it was at 
the service of the Council of the whole problem, including 
the Juraskovitch murder, were examined. 

June 14th: Tzena Beg, the Albanian Minister in Belgrade ,asked for 
and received nassnorts for himself and the staff of his Legation. : 


Dr Milan Sershkitch, the Minister of Justice and Public Worship, 
resigned by way cf protesting against the Prime Minister's refusal ' 
to admit ll.

June 15th: The Government ordered its consuls in Albania to leave | 


their posts. 
The King dissolved the Skupshtina and issued a proclamation 


ordering a general election on lith September and convoking the 
new Skupshtina for Sth October. 

Tzena Beg left Belgrade for Ragusa. 
June 16th: The six vacant vnortfolios in the Cabinet were filled. 
No renresentatives of any parties or grouns other than the 
Democrats, the Neutral Radicals, or If. Lyuba Yovanovitch's 
sunynorters have been admitted to the Cabinet. 
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VII. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 


The Council. é 
One of the most satisfactory things which the fortyfifth session 


of the Council accomplished was the sanctioning of another loan of 
£9 ,000,000 for Greece, £3,000,000 of which is to be used for the settle- 
ment of refugees. 

The decision of the Council in regard to the World Economic 
Conference erred on the side of caution. Instead of adopting the 
resolution, vroposed by Herr Stresemann, calling on all Governments to 
Sive the conclusions of the Conference "the active support necessary to 
Tacilitate their adontion and application", the Council, on the recom- 
mendation of the British Foreign Secretary, changed this to "Commends 
this valuable report and these important resolutions to the favourable 
consideration of all Governments". 

The holding of private conferences between six out of the 
fourteen Council Members to discuss certain matters of imnortance is a 
procedure which friends of the League will do well to watch carefully. 


The Internaticnal Labour Conference. 

Two Conventions were adopted by the Tenth Conference of the 
International Labour Organisation. These Conventions both relate to 
Sickness Insurance, one applying to Industry and the other to Agricul- 
ture. At the last moment the decision to issue a questionnaire to 
Governments on the subject of Freedom of Association (Trade Union 
Rights) was cancelled, as it was found impossible to come to a decision 
as to the terms of the questicnnaire. The matter, therefore, will 


not figure on the agenda for next year's Conference. 


Disarmament and the Council. 
At the Forty-fifth sessicn »f the League of Naticns Council, 


Dr Benes (Czecho-Slovakia) presented a brief report on the work of the 
Preparatory Commission fcr the Disarmament Conference. In the debate 
which frllowed, an interesting contrast of opinion on the pro::ress 
registered was apynarent. 

iM. Paul-Boncour, who has represented France on the Corimission, 
ranged his eloquence onthe side of the optimists. He pointed out 
that the ncints of agreement were more numerous and imnortant than 
these in regard to which agreement had not been reached. 

Dr Strdsemann, expressing the typical point of view of a 
country which had been disarmed and was anxious for all nations to go 
and do likewise with all »ossible speed, stated that he felt thot the 
Coz;amnission had not been able t9 advance very much the solution of the 


prceblem. 


In the course of a rather cautious sneech, If. Vandervelde, 
(Belgiuwi), declared that everything depended in tne last resort on 
nublic oninion. 
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VII. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. (Ccntd). 


The summing-up by Dr Benes and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
(President of the Council) was, on the whole, in favour of the 
optimists. The British Foreign Secretary concluded with a character- 


istic wnrning agninst going too fast.
